wave signal transmitted from the reference object . . . that of the reflection signal" 
taken tog^er and taken in the overaB context of independent daim 1 . 

Dependent daims 2-6 are aflowable for at least the reasons for whteh 
daim 1 is allowatde. 

None of the prior art of record either taken atone or taken in any possible 
combination would antidpate or would tend to render obvious Applteants' daimed 
method as set forth in independent daim 7 that is partteutarly characterized at 
least by the daimed method steps of "first mixing the frequency-nradulated first 
radar wave signal ...';1irst sweeping the first beat signal 'second frequency- 
modulating a second radar wave signal and 'second mixing the frequency- 
modulated second radar wave signal ...'taken t(^etherand taken in the overall 
context of independent daim 7. 

Dependent claim 8 is allowable for at least the reasons for whk^ daim 7 is 
allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken atone or taken in any possible 
combination would antidpate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' daimed 
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apparatus as set forth in independent claim 9 that is particularly characterized at 
least by the claimed "frequent-modulating unit ... predetermined constant time' 
and 'sweeping unit configured to ... component of the beat signal" taken together 
and taken in tiie overall context of independent daim 9. 

Dependent claims 10-14 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
daim 9 is altowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would antidpate or would tend to render obvtous Applicants' daimed 
apparatus as set forth in independent daim 1 5 that is particularly charaderized at 
least by the daimed "first mixing unit configured to "first sweeping unit 
"second firequency-modulating unit and 'second mixbig unit ..." taken 
together and taken in the overall context of independent daim 15. 

Dependent dakn 16 is allowable for at least the reasons for which daim 
IS Is alfowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken atone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvfous Applteanis' daimed 
computer program produd as set forth in independent daim 17 that is particularly 
characterized at least by the daimed "means for causmg the s^nal processing 
unit to control ."; 'means for causing tiie signal processing unit to sweep tiie 
beat signal and "means for causing the signal processing unit to obtain the 
prediction distance based on ..." taken togettier and taken In the overall context 
of independent daim 1 7.
